Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-23, 25-27, 29-31 and 33 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1,4, 18, 21, 22 and 23 are allowed because the art of record, considered alone or in 
combination, neither anticipates nor renders obvious a can body having a can shell with a cross- 
sectional restriction from an enlarged cross-section to a smaller cross-section at least at one 
face side of the can shell, the face side of the can shell formed by a front side at an edge on an 
end of the can shells; ...an outer marginal region of the can bottom is adapted to the shape of 
said restriction and a marginal face side of the bottom is a marginal edge of the bottom, and for 
attaching the bottom to the can shell, the marginal face side of the bottom and the face side of 
the can shell at the bottom are on opposite sides of the can body, wherein one of the marginal 
face side of the bottom and the face side of the can shell at the bottom is inside of the can and the 
other one of the marginal face side of the bottom and the face side of the can shell at the bottom 
is outside of the can, in combination with the rest of their respective claimed limitations. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
